To paraphrase the words of Rear Ad- 
miral S. A. Taffinder, Commandant of the 
13th Naval District, the Navy is on a non- 
stop run to Tokyo. 

Rumors of planned celebrations involv- 
ing work stoppage on the day Germany 
capitulates brought forth this blast from 
the Admiral: Production must continue— 
ships must load and sail from the Pacific 
Northwest ports as they did on Labor Day. 

“Let us remember these things: 

1. The war with Japan demands an all 
out effort in the Pacific. 

2. The Pacific Coast will be in greater 
and greater measure the springboard from 
which our planes, ammunition, and sup- 
plies leap to the front to down the Japs. 

3. We learn that the Army will demobil- 
ize men as the Atlantic phase of the war is 
over, but in the Pacific the Army and Navy 
must fight on with adequate strength to 
bring a real V-Day. 

4. The Naval Commandants on the West 
Coast are united, as are all the people on 
the coast, in, ‘not alone a thorough job but 
a through job with no stops’.”

“Admiral of the Ocean Sea” 


At 2 a.m., October 12, 1492, with the moon 
past full, riding over Crion on the port 
quarters, the fleet of Christopher Columbus 
sighted the island fringe of the New World. 

Climax of the most momentous voyage 
on record, this day Is engraved on our 
memories through school assemblies or 
childish renditions of the poem “Columbus”. 
It is a day, however, that sailors the world 
over should remember with pride, for Co- 
lumbus was a Mariner of the first magni- 
tude. 

With a crew of 80, he hoisted sail on 3 
August at Genea. His ships—the Nina, 
Pinta and Santa Maria— were three-mast- 
ed one-deckers, averaging about 60 tons 
capacity. Equipped with ash sweeps and 
primitive iron cannon, they sailed steadily 
West as Spanish envoys to the Courts of 
Japan and Cathay. Thirty-three days later 
—less time than a Roman needed to reach 
Briton—-Columbus had re-made the maps 
of the known world. 

The modern world owes much to the 
mind and imagination of Columbus but 
more to his sure sense of the way of ships 
at sea.

Washington (CNS)—On September 1 
there were 243,848 prisoners of war held 
within the continental limits of the U. S., 
including 192,846 Germans, 50,272 Italians 
and 730 Japs, the War Department has 
announced,

Words of Weight 


Vice Admiral Randall Jacobs, U.S.N. 
(The Chief of Naval Personnel in Seattle 
during last week of September): “The 
defeat of Germany will bring no demobil- 
ization of the Navy. On the contrary, the 
Navy is expanding both in equipment and 
men and will continue to expand. There 
can be no Naval demobilization until Japan 
is defeated. Germany’s defeat will bring 
a redistribution—not a reduction—of Naval 
strength. We will be transporting men and 
material, freed from the European theatre, 
into the Pacific to deliver heavier blows 
against Japan. 

“The war began in the Pacific, and it 
will end there. The Navy has not forgot- 
ten that Admiral Perry opened up Japan, 
and it intends to see that Admiral Nimitz 
closes it down again.” 

Admiral Nimitz: “We have not yet come 
to grips with the main bodies of the well- 
trained Japanese armies.” 

General Marshall: ‘Let’s finish this ter- 
rible business as a great team, the great- 
est team the world has ever known, and 
then resolve the conflicting peace-time in- 
terests of our countries with something of 
the orderly procedure which has enabled 
us to compose our military differences in 
the much more difficult business of con- 
ducting a global war.” 

John Daly, CBS: “The disheartening 
military situation in China has caused a 
stir in Washington and newsmen are now 
told that Vice President Wallace, Donald 
Nelson and General Hurley, on their re- 
spective missions to Chungking, have been 
encouraging a wholesale reorganization of 
China’s war effort.”
